In "Sari"—Forrest.

Just why musleal seores should sometimes be
ro excellent and the librettos so commensur-
urely inndequate, If not Inane, Is one of tho
mysterien of musienl comedy, It han beécome
customary for us in this country to aceept
libretton with hardly a thread of plat, the flim-
slest excuse of & story and most threadbare
wit. In France It Is different, and, If we shall
develop our tantes for entertainment, it must
be different hera. Superlatively excellent mus-
glcal scores have repeatedly falled because of
the dull-groy lucubrations of professional book
writers, and It would seem theatrical producers
would learn a lesson.

One of Vietor Herbert's most entrancing
operoting, “Algerin,” fallod to make the hit
the musleal wscore deserved becavss of the
bLook. There are several new productions play-
Ing now whose future sways dublously In the
senles of popular approval, and thelr probable
failure will be die entirely to execrable books,

Bo angaging, so altogether delightful, la Vietor
Herbart's musle in "The Debutants’ that one
eannot but conjure the richness of the possl-
bllitles wers Mr, Herbert to have nn u librettist
kome one with the fertility of Invention, Imag-
Ination, inelalve wit, lyrical falloity and tech-
nleal akill of many of the Gallic writers. Now
thae French people would not poasibly stand for
tha sort of thing perpetruted on composars and
the publie in some of the recent worka of the
Emith brothers. In faect, the French hooks
which have been adapted for Amerléan produc-
tlon by the aforesald brothers have been mo
emosculoted and devitalized that they have lost
thelr natlve excollence,

When *“The Lilac Domino' opened recently
In New York critles wers unanimous In thalr
pralse of the musle of Cuviller, and an equally
agreed on the fiat and dreary quality of the
llbrottd as transposed by the Smitha.

In Mr, Henry Bloasom, who wrots the book
of “The Only Girl,” which just opened In Now
York, Mr. Hoerbert has a Ubrettiat of genulne
abllity. We recall, too, the admirable work
done by C. M, 8 MacLellan In “The Pink
Lady" and “Oh, Oh, .Delphine.” Mr. Caryll,
whosa Iateat work, “Papa's Darling,’ inevit:
ably suffera because of Ita book, wan fortunate
In that earller comblnation. David Stevens,
who wrote “The Madoap Duthess,' should
sgaln be heard from, and doserves encourage~
ment.

But why la It the majority of books ars so
conaciously bad? A eertaln theatrical amso-
cints detlared mome time ago, confdentially,
thut profducers would not read ofiginal books
by unknown authors, being content with the
established manufacturers of starcotyped lbret-
toa We hope thin Is not so, If It ls, however,
repented fullures—and under pressnt conditions
only uniform merit ean win pubile patronage—
will bring manugers to & realisation that thay
must look for new, If untrisd, originality and
maorit. There {8 no renson why the llbrettos
of munsleal eomedies should not be as rich in
plot and genulne humor as unmusical furces.
It msema, too, that the writors of gond farcea
could do just as well with books for musical
cumedy,
